The essential facts concerning Al- 
aska wheat have been summed up 
very nicely in a bulletin published by 
the United States Department of Ag- 
riculture — Bulletin No. 357, 1916, P, 
27 — at the conelusion of extensive 
tests conducted at many points in the 
U, 8.A., as follows:— 

(1) That it has been used in this 
country very often as a means ef 
deceiving people and very seldom 
as a farm crop. x 

(2) That it has failed to produce even 

» fair yields’ when tried in many 

Darts ef the country, and has nev- 
er been known to produce extra- 
ordinary yields. 

(3) That itis not a good milling 
wheat. 

(4) That the branched head is nok’ a 
sign of superior yielding power.
